Ottawa, Nov. 2,—The latest  se- 
quence to the political situation is 
that no change of; government is im- 
pending. On the face of the returns 
as they appeared election night and 
yesterday morning, the assumption 
was general that! the government 
would resign in the brief period that 
is customary, and that Mr. Meighen 
would be sent for, The difficulties 
that the latter might encounter were 
not minimized, but ‘it was at least as- 
sured that he would be given a 
chance, having attained the largest 
group. The latter developments go 
to dissipate this. ; While there has 
been no official statement it has be- 
come pretty well. Inown in the last 
24 hours that Premier King plans to 
secure a seat for {himself and that, 
so long as the Conservatives lack the 
123 seats necessary to give them a 
majority of one, he proposes to hold 
on and meet parliament, and Iet it 
decide.

For any 
proposal he may have of meeting par- 
liament, however, vice-regal sanction 
would be necessary, 
Another Election 

A most interesting situation is in 
prospect, and it is even indicated that 
Mr, King may attempt to fill up the 
existing vacancies in the cabinat. 
The commonest impression is that 
the ultimate end of the stalemate will 
be another general election in which 
the government would plan to hold its 
Quebee bloc, and at the same time 
seek to profit out west by the relative 
extinction of the western Progressive 
party. In Saskatchewan especially it 
has made progress in that direction, 

Whether or not it will be regarded 
as a definance of public opinion the 
disposition of Mr. King is to meet 
the house rather than tender hig res- 
ignation. Apparently until the Con- 
servatives have an actual majority, 
he cannot be removed by the force of 
constitutional precedent.

In giving judgment against a de- 
linquent subscriber recently, Judge 
O'Reilly, of Cornwall, Ontario, made 
the statement that newspaper pub- 
lishers had a hard enough time in fin- 
ancing their business without being 
done out of their subscriptions. If a 
person wanted to stop a newspaper 
the proper way is for him to pay all 
arrears and get a receipt, or if he is 
paid up, refuse to take the paper at 
the post office and have a record 
made of his refusal. A man who 
owed for a newspaper could not stop 
it and expect the publisher to go with- 
out his pay. It may be added that no 
publisher wishes to force his paper 
on anyone and any subscriber wishing 
his paper discontinued will not have 
the slightest trouble if he does so in 
an honest and business-like way. Hun- 
dreds of dollars are lost every year 
to publishers by those who, after the 
subscription has expired for three to 
six months discontinue the paper and 
send it back marked “Refused,” The 
amount is too small for the publisher 
to make a fuss about, but at the same 
time it amounts to a neat little sum 
in a year,

The progress that has been made in 
recent years in the development of 
Canada’s postal business is indicated 
by a review of the activities of his 
department, just issued by Hon, Chas. 

This 
goes to show that not only have prac- 
tically all the branches progressed sat- 
isfactorily but a surplus on the year’s 
operations has been. achieved. 

There are in Canada 12,400 post 
offices in operation. As showing the 
development of facilities in rural dis- 
tricts, it may be stated that 200,000 
rural delivery boxes have been set up. 
Letters and postcards carried during 
the year numbered 575,000,000; 350,- 
000,000 newspapers were delivered and 
400,000,000 circulars. These figures 
give some idea of the vastness of the 
business. The average annual finan- 
cial surplus for the last three years 
bas been about $325,000. 

General tribute will be paid to the 
efficiency of the system. There are 
hundreds of millions of letters, pack- 
ages, circularg, ete., carried each year 
the percentage of loss or damage be- 
ing negligible. The public, while ac- 
cepting these benefits as a matter of 
course, should pause to consider what 
an immense amount of labor is involv- 
ed in the business, states the Hamil- 
ton Spectator. Nearly a Dillion and 
a half pieces of mail matter of var- 
fous kinds are handled during the 
year and approximately 20,000,000 
money orders are issued annually.

London, Oct. 381—Probably the 
strangest flying machine ever devised 


has reached this country and is to 
undergo air ministry tests. 

It is the result of prolonged — re- 
search in Spain by Don Juan de la 
Cierva, the son of a former Spanish 
minister of war. The machine, which 
is now at the Royal Aircraft Estab- 
lishment, Farnborough, is the thirty- 
fourth he has built. 

In a few days a Spanish pilot is 
coming over to this country to make 
an ascent. Flights have already been 
made at an aerodrome near Madrid. 
Don Cierva has endeavored to blend 
in one machine the properties of the 
ordinary aeroplane and the helicop- 
ter, ee 

At a glance the apparatus resem- 
bles an ordinary monoplane. It has 
an ordinary aeroplane body and an 
engine in the bow which drives a 
propeller, But rising from the centre 
is a columi, on top of which are 
what appear to be the vanes or sails 
of a windmill set horizontally, These 
four vanes are the keynote of the 
new design. They rotate quite free- 
ly, and are also hinged flexibly, so 
that they can tilt up and down as they 
spin round. 

The significant feature of the de- 
sign is this: If the pilot stops his en- 
gine altogether while aloft, the spin- 
ning vanes above his head continue 
their rotation, and bear the machine 
earthward so gradually that it touch- 
es the ground at not more than six 
miles an hour. As the craft pulls up 
almost immediately on landing it can 
be made to alight in a restricted 
space. Nor is this all. 

As the vanes spin round they can 
adjust themselves automatically — to 
the air pressure, moving up and down 
slightly like a bird’s wing. The in- 
ventor claims that this action — en- 
ables them to exercise a greater lift 
than can be ordinarily obtained with 
any ordinary type of fixed wing. 

There is no complete scientific ex- 
planation as to why the machine 
functions the way it does. Yet, in a 
series of actual flying trials, it has 
astonished everyone who has seen it 
by the perfect way in which it has 
done all that its inventor has set out 
to do. 


Signs of returning prosperity to 
Canada are evidenced by the fact 
that more Canadians are registered 
in the Canadian Pacific Rocky 
Mountain resorts during the past 
week than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the year. These resorts, 
which are usually filled almost en- 
tirely by Americans, contain a guest 
list last week which is 50 per cent 
Canadian, - 


Production of gold in Ontario for 
the first six months of this year 
amounted to $14,506,219, as com- 
pared with $11,810,060 in the cor- 
responding period of last year, ac- 
cording to a report issued by the 
Provincial Department of Mines. 
Silver production increased from 
$8,262,100 to $3,792,662. Total min- 
eral production was $41,560,355, as 
compared with $87,997,776. 

John Edwin Hoag and Frank S. 
Wilton, who travelled across the en- 
tire continent in a small motor-boat 
arrived recently in Montreal and 
moored their craft to Canadian 
Pacific Pier No. 8 having come from 
Astoria, Oregon, via Columbia River, 
Celilo Falls, Fort Benton, the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi Rivers, the 
Chigago Drainage Canal and Lake 
Michigan since May, 20th. From 
Montreal they continued their jour- 
ney to New York and returned to 
the States, via Canadian Pacific 
Railway to Vancouver and Seattle 
in order to see the country. 


The groundwork for what, prom- 
jses to be a big industry is now 
being developed by the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine Company at Thurso, a 
point on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, on the north shore line to Ot- 
tawa. It is planned by the Singer 
Company to manufacture at Thurso 
all the woodwork required for their 
numerous plants in different parts 
of the world. Work on the new plant 


{s being pushed with all possible 
speed and it fs anticipated that ship- 


ments from Thurso will commence 
sometime early next year. 


While the Canadian Railway Com- 
mission is besieged with all kinds of 
applications for reductions in Cana- 
dian freight rates, the Western 
group of railways in the United 
States is asking for a five per cent 
increase and the northwestern sec- 
tion of the group is asking more 
than that “as a measure of relief.” 
Some of these roads are in the hands 
of the receivers. Yet these Amer- 
jean railways already have higher 
rates than the Canadian roads, tho 
freight revenues in the U.S.A. being 
1,293 cents per ton mile on western 
lines as compared with 1,011 cents 
on all Canadian railways. The 
average American rate is 28 per 
eent above the average Canadian 
rate. Owing to the low grain rates 
in Canada, the C.P.R. average rate 
js 1,011 per ton mile, so that the 
average rate on American western 
lines is more than 380 per cent above 
the average C.P.R. rate.

NEW BULLETIN OF 
VALUE TO FEEDERS 


“Age as a Factor in Steer Feeding,” 
is the title of a recent bulletin from 
the University of Alberta, Edmonton, 
which should be of interest to cattle 
feeders in western Canada, 

The results are based on_ three 
years’ trials conducted by the depart- 
ment of animal husbandry with calves 
yearlings and two year old steers. 
One of the outstanding, and to the 
farmer, the most practical features 
of this report is the fact that in ev- 
ery trial with the yearling and_ tio- 
year-old steers a fair profit in addition 
to good market prices for the feeds 
fed were realized. Based on_ three 
years’ work there was little differ- 
ence between yearlings and two-year- 
old steers from the standpoint of 
profit, both showing a greater return 
than the calves.

The older steers made the most 
rapid gains, but, on the other hand, 
the yearlings made the cheapest gain, 
requiring 20 per cent less grain and 
12 per cent less silage to put on each 
100 pounds of weight increase. The 
two-year-old steers were finished and 
ready for market in a considerably 
shorter time than the yearlings and 
the calves required the longest feed- 
ing period of any of the groups. 

Jarious other facts as affecting the 
relative returns from feeding steers 
of different ages are discussed, An 
effort, has been made to present this 
information in a clear, readable form, 
and it is hoped that this bulletin will 
be of practical value to the men en- 
gaged in the business of feeding cat- 
tle.
